you can hardly imagine how this old

ny of the globe without wearying of 
the novelty. 
From a historical point, I believe 
the old St. Louis Hotel has more of 
interest to offer than any other place1 
in this quaintest of quaint towns.

A postal card for a dozeu or more 
fresh eggs can be sent on one day aud 
the eggs received the next.
